This is so distinct a gain by 
the change to State telegraphy that England won- 
ders how it ever managed to get along with private 
companies which charged a_ shilling extra for a 
message sent on Sunday, and left many large towns 
without any telegraphic communication at all with 
London. 
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A NEW FACTOR IN SOUTHERN POLITICS. 


SCHEME, novel, original and bold, has aroused the 
attention of the statesmen of the South, who think 

they see in it a panacea for the race troubles which 
have so long disturbed that beautiful region of our 
country. The plan is merely the extension of the right 
of suffrage to women plus an educational qualification. 

A careful study of the census shows that this meas- 
ure, were it enacted into a law, would produce some 
startling effects. Of the white women of the South 
ninety-five per cent can read and write, while of the 
colored women the proportion is almost the exact oppo- 
site. The difference between the two is larger than any 
possible difference between the two races in any South- 
ern State. In other words, in those communities where 
there is a heavy preponderance of colored male voters 
over white male voters, the extension of educational 
suifrage to women would increase the total white vote 
one hundred per cent, while it would increase the total 
colored vote by but five per cent, and would make the 
total white vote from fifty to one hundred per cent 
larger than the total colored vote. 

Of course, this discrepancy would vanish when both 
whites and blacks were educated. With the arrival of 
that happy condition there is no fear of any possible 
results. It is not the colored vote that the South is 
afraid of, but the illiterate colored vote. 

The proposition referred to has met with waruw 
approval from all who have given it consideration, and 
thus far has encountered no opposition whatever, The 
scholar to whom credit is due for this ingenious plan is 
Henry B. Blackwell, a public-spirited citizen of Boston. 

For two weeks, lately, there was a large and distin- 
guished convention held in Atlanta, Ga., by the National 
Woman’s Suffrage Association. Toward the close of 
the convention the management determined to utilize 
the interest displayed in the meetings, and brought for- 
ward this idea in a very graceful and effective manner. 
It was presented by Mrs. Carrie Lane Chapman Catt in 
an interesting oration, and supplemented by an address 
from Susan B, Anthony and a letter from Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton. Too much cannot be said for the 
talented women who have carried the idea through so 
successfully, Of those named, Miss Anthony and Mrs, 
Stanton are two great historical characters that were 
famous before most of our readers were born, and who, 
like Gladstone and Bismarck, have been preserved 
beyond the allotted three score and ten by a wonderful 
constitution and a still more wonderful intellectuality. 
Mrs. Carrie Lane Chapman Catt is a new name and a 
new face to most of the American public, but promises 
to hold, ere many years, the position now occupied by 
the two ladies previously mentioned, 

The lady advocates of the rights of their sex believe 
in object-lessons, as the card which they have issued, 
showing ‘‘The American Woman and her Political 
Peers,’’ demonstrates. In the centre of this card is the 
int_llectual face of Miss Frances E, Willard, and around 
it are grouped the faces of a convict, an idiot, a crazed 
woman and a wild Indian, These types of classes which 
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do not vote are thus shown in satirical condemnation 
of the policy of man toward woman in the matter of 
the suffrage. 

Prominent among the talented women who made 
the Atlanta convention so successful were Mrs. Car 
rie Lane Chapman Catt, a fine orator, young, beau- 
tiful and accomplished; Miss Elizabeth | Yates, a 
leader from the East, tall, majestic, with large gray

in New York City; Mrs. Laura D. Johns, of Kansas,

He said it was true that he had originally written both 
stories for the papers named, but that Mark Twain had 
taken them and made them humorous and famous. 
He added that he did not propose to claim their author- 
ship, for, as they then stood, they bore no resemblance 
to the originals, and both being actual occurrences, he 
considered that Mark had a legitimate right to dress 
them up, and was now entitled to own them. 

Mr. Seabough was then asked how he came to write 
the originals of the stories. He said that in 1858 or 1859 
he was editor of the Stockton Independent. A migra- 
tory miner who lived in Angels, in Calaveras County, 
with whom he was acquainted, came in one day, and 
among other items of gossip told him about the jump- 
ing frog. You will remember that, as the story ran, the 
jumping frog was owned by a gambler of Angels, who 
frequently matched him to jump against other frogs, 
and always won considerable money on his agility. 
One day, before a contest upon which a vast amount 
of ‘‘dust’’ had been wagered, some smart fellow among 
the gamblers fed the frog a handful of shot, and when 
the match came the great jumper was so heavy he 
could not jump at all. You know a frog will eat shot 
by the handful if you project them at him. In this case 
the loaded frog was defeated by an untrained, amphibi- 
ous, four-footed reptile, which was caught by one of the 
boys in a neighboring swamp. Mr. Seabough said the 
story Was no fancy sketch, but an actual occurrence. 
Indeed, the affair came near resulting in several shoot- 
ing scrapes, as the backers of the jumping frog had lost 
large sums of money, the stakeholders declining to con- 
sider the swindle a valid ground for declaring the bets 
off.

There is no doubt that Mark Twain appropri- 
ated both these stories from the papers in which they 
originally appeared. 

Not long ago the writer came into possession of a 
copy of the Stockton (Cal.) Independent for December 
11, 1858, which was then published at San Andreas, Ca- 
laveras County. It contains the orginal jumping frog 
story, which is here reproduced. It will be seen that 
the story refers to the ‘‘pie biter’’ yarn written by Sam 
Seabough, fully a year before Mark Twain blossomed
